take care of his Family , who being a Woman of a miſtruſtful 
temnyer , ſuggeſted that her. Maid. ( whole Name was Mary Cox ) 
had at ſeveral times Robbed and deprived her of Money by make- 
ing ule of or counterfeiting the Keys of her Cabinet , ( which it 
{cents , upon due inquity , - provet"to be no» more than a ſpightful 
imagination : and ſhe calling her to anſwer thoſe talſe accuſations, 
commanded her Apprentice to tye her to the Beds-Poſt, and there 
Laſhed her till ſhe made her contels what in no meaſure ſhe was 
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But not being ſatisfied with the ſevere Pennance ſhe has inflict; 
on her, caus?d a fire Forck to be heat red hot, and as her Cruelty 
gave way, Burnt her in Sevex plates on her Shoulder, and procee- 
ded further in her Severity, and Burnt her in ſeveral places on her 
Right Thigh, and in three places under her Ear, beſides many 0- 
ther parts of her Body, inſomuch that the poor wretch was whal'd 
from head to foot; the Maid! bearing this with great patience, was 
unwilling to Expoſe her Miſtriſs to the diſgrace of ſo ſevere an AR. 
on, came down ftairs within three days after, being the 1wenty- 
Fifth of Fanuary ; cauſed her a ſecond time to be Bound Neck and 
Heels by her Husbands Prentices, and giving too much way ts hci” 
exorbitant Paſſion, took up a Hammer, which Sataz, through his 
ſubtiity, had placed for her purpoſe, and at ſeveral Blows crack'd 
her Skull in many places, amongſt which the Maid received her 
Mortal Wound; her Miſtreſs not being contented with this, made 
her Bu, tumble her up and down, whilft.ſhe her ſelf ſtood laugh- 
ing at the ſevere Uſage : The poor Maid (who, for ſeveral days 
Laboured under this Torment) betook her 1elf to her Bed; and in 
Two days time quitted this World in Hopes of a Better. 


A Jury, upon this occaſion, was accordingly Summoned, who* 
fat two ſeveral times upon the Mangled Corps ; who, after a Ma- 
ture Debate, brought the Miſtreſs in Guilty of Willful Murther : 
and, upon Their Verdift, ſhe was Committed to Newgate.
